In the case of the 
Seventh Appellate District the 
names of the oandidatea for Judge 
of the Court of Appeals w ill appear 
on the ballot Recording to your di- 
rection. According to my construc- 
tion of the act. wl ich construction 
In conc-iired In by the Attorney 
General, the certification of nomi- 
nations ior officers not to he voted 
for bv the eleetora of the whole 
State is to lie made to the county 
clerks of the counties composing 
the districts , which are to elect 
such officers, and not to the Secre- 
tary of State. It is therefore In- 
cumbent on vou to have the names 
of all candidates certified to you by 
certificate of nomination, or by 
petition, printed on the ballots for 
your countv in addition to the 
names of the candidates for elector 
and Governor. 

The act referred to provides also 
that I shall have shipped to you a 
sufficient quantity of a prescribed 
quality of paper upon which the 
ballots for your county are to be 
printed. This paper has been or- 
dered shipped to you by express, 
and will be sent Immediately 
through the nearest local express 
office. You will have to see that it 
reaches the printing establishment 
where your printing is to be done 
in time to have your ballots printed 
and sent to you lor distribution in 
your county. I would surest, 
therefore, that If you m»»t the 
paper at your nearest express <>♦! ee 
and have it delivered or have it re- 
shipped to the printer where you 
will have your ballots printed.

sion of magazines in America, by 
which the Colonies would be de- 
prived of the means of defense. A 
large quantity of gunpowder was 
clandestinely removed from the 
colonial magazine at Williamsburg, 
and placed on Ixiard of armed Brit- 
ish vessels, i So was the voice of 
the People In Ky. removed and 
placed Into the hands of three men. 
The excitement which it 
produced, extorted from the gover- 
nor a promise for Its return, by 
which public feeling was for the 
time appeased, but subsequent 
threats and rumors of fresh en- 
croachments on their magazines, 
together with the irritation pro- 
duced by the battles of Concord 
and Lexington, aroused the coun- 
try to arms. The movements of 
the military corps was, however, 
arrested bv the exertions of Mr. 
Randolph. But Mr. Henry, deter- 
mined not to submit to the aggres- 
sions of the British governor 
< Democrat Oov. In Ky. to-day) 
dispatched express riders to the 
members of the Independent Com- 
pany of Hanover to meet him In 
arms at Newcastle. Having 
aroused their patriotism by all the 
-efforts of his eloquence, by the res- 
ignation of the Captain, he became 
the Commander, and they com- 
menced their march for Williams- 
burg. (Mountain Men Coming to 
Frankfort.) The country was 
clecti Ifled. Other comapnies Joined 
the revolutionary standard of Pat- 
rick Henry, and at least five thou- 
sand men (tvOO-Mountaln-Men) 
were in arms, rushing to his 
assistance. The governor Issued a 
proclamation denouncing the move- 
ment. (Likewise Press of De- 
mocracy in State against Moun- 
tainmen coming to Frankfort. ) 

"The greatest consternation 
prevailed at Williamsburg; even 
the patriots were alarmed, and de- 
apatched messenger after messenger 
to Induce him to abandon the en- 
terprise; but undaunted he reso- 
lutely pursued his march. The 
governor, after making prepara- 
tions for hlB defence, deemed It 
most prudent to avoid a conflict 
(so It was in Frankfort) and 
accordingly ordered Mr. Henry to 
be met at Newcastle with a com- 
pensation In money for the powder. 
Another proclamation from the 
governor denouncing him not only 
fell harmless before him. but 
aeemed to render him an object of 

Eter public regard. Mr. Henry's 
ley to Congress, which had 
interrupted by this event, was 
now resumed, and became, as far 
as the borders of Virginia, a tri- 
umphal procession."

and may the authors of our ruin be 
the first to sup full of its horrors!" 

"It, in the wisdom and mercy of 
divine providence (Kentucky) Is 
permitted to survive the baleful 
principles of the present crisis, 
serene skies and a peaceful calm 
awaits us in the future. The pat- 
riot will take hope and the Conspir- 
ator (Legislature and Partisan 
Judges, Courts, Ac.) will shrink 
away, baffled, into an odious obliv- 
ion. Good omens will cheer us and 
the (Kentuckian) race will rush 
forward again on the bright track 
of American progress, blazed out 
by their illustrious forefathers. 

"So too the adherents of Cwsar 
said at Rome, when he was con- 
trolling the elections prior to cross- 
ing the Rubicon and usurping im- 
perial power. In speaking of Cae- 
sar Monresquiem says: "He raised 
troubles In the City by his emissa- 
ries; he made himself master of all 
elections; and consuls, praetors and 
tribunes purchased their promotions 
at their own price." 

"Ctesar made himself master, of 
all the elections. The blackest 
crime ever seeks the highest Uvery 
of virtue to cloak its infamy. When 
Satan himself came from the burn- 
ing pit below, when he lurked 
around the courts of Eden and 
finally, scaling the bright ramparts, 
sat down to seduce Eve In those 
green and ambrosial bowers, he led 
her to her fall and all of us to our 
ruin toy disguising the hideous 
Lineament* of evil in the skillful 
guise of good. So the advocates of 
their bilUOoebel bill) will tell you 
it is all for the best. I tell you It 
is all for the worst. And feeble 
though my voice may be, small 
though my Influence may be, yet 
in the straightforward performance 
of a constitutional duty, with all 
my strength I warn my countrymen 
against a measure fraught with dis- 
aster and overthrow to the institu- 
tions for which their fathers fought 
and bled on a hundred fields of 
battle."

But, 
sir, I thank God that the hand 
writing is on the wall. The corrupt 
and Impious feast of Belshazzar, 
the King, his princes, his parasites 
and concubines.

But in the same 
hour came forth fingers of a man's 
hand, and wrote their doom over 
against the candlestick upon the 
plaster of the wall of the King's 
palace. And the fingers of the 
(Kentucky) people are busily en- 
gaged in writing a doom equally 
Mrrible against those who have 
turned the temple of our fathers 
(SUte of Kentucky) into a den of 
thieves. 

"Sir, the history of the progress 
of Liberty, next to the history of 
the Christian religion, is the most 
sublime and Instructive lesson 
taught in the annals of the world. 
Its fortunes, indeed, have been 
various, but no season of adversity 
has ever sufficed to quench the 
vestal fires which burn on its al- 
tars. And in all the terrible strug- 
gles which it has jarred the nation 
and liberated the people, its sole 
antagonist has been the principle 
that to one man belongs the right 
to govern the many. Kings, and 
the courtiers of Kings, who talk of 
the divine right to the possession 
and exercise of power, have been 
the enemies which Liberty has had 
to encounter. Every contest it ever 
waged has been to put restraint 
and control on the will, the preten- 
sions, the authority of one man. 
Every battle fought beneath its 
banners, In all the four-quarters of 
the earth, has been fought to resist 
and repel the arrogant and unlaw- 
ful claims of power made by onf 
man. Every law which was en- 
acted In Its Interests, from the law* 
of Ood on Mount Sinai to the pres- 
ent hour, has been enacted to pro- 
tect the masses from the ravages 
and oppressive hand of one man. 
This has forever been the Issue, 
and It Is the issue now. 

"But, sir, it is a dangerous in- 
gredient to cast, by the passage of 
this bill (Ooebel Bill). Into the oil- 
ing cauldron of popular discontent 
and popular indignation; and the 
popular voice comes up here (last 



November), ringing louS and clear 
over the storms and dissensions in 
this hall saying to the members 
the other side, go back to your 
broken pledges; go back to the Con- 
stitution (you have all sworn t( 
support); cease, as you value your 
lives; cease, as you value the peace 
of the State; cease, as you dread 
the lurid flames of civil war at your 
own homesteads; cease the infrac- 
tions of the American's (Kentuck- 
ians) birthright— the Constitution. 
Dare no more to lay your hands on 
the white man's liberty. Oo no 
further In this line of policy which 
you have attempted. I say to you, 
gentlemen, that, as file Lord Cod 
reigns in heaven, you can not go on 
with your system (as defined by 
the Ooebel Bill, depriving citizens 
of their Inherent rights) free white 
men for what they conceive to be 
their duty within the plain provis- 
ions of the Constitution, and main- 
tain peace in Kentucky. Blood 
will flow. You can not, and you 
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would be false 
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that the 
this sub- 
ject". The blood of a race of freemen 
is up, and will not submit to this 
assault. The great American (Ken- 
tucky) heart Is fired anew witli the 
love of liberty, and the people are 
arousing like the giant after his 
sleep. They have erected their 
heads, and warn you not to lay the 
weight of your finger, of your 
smallest, on one of the great muni- 
ments of personal freedom which 
adorn the history of the w jrld. If
